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24 (Group Iff) recites a method that creates such a compression dictionary that can be used with 
claim 1. 

For these reasons, Applicant respectfully submits that the inventions described in the claims 
are not "independent and distinct" as defined in MPEP § 121 and that restriction between each of 
the Groups is improper. 

Third, MPEP § 803 explicitly states that if search and examination of two or more 
inventions can be made without "serious burden," the Examiner must examine each on the merits, 
even if the claims are directed to distinct or independent inventions. In this case, it appears that a 
search for the method and system would be conducted within the same search class or classes. 
Accordingly, it would not be overly burdensome on the Examiner to search for each of Applicant's 
claims at the same time. 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction 
requirement and respectfully requests the Examiner to examine the claims of Groups I, n, and III 
together. 

REMARKS 

Applicant believes that all elected claims presently on file in the subject application are in 
condition for immediate allowance, and such action is respectfully requested.
